EDERAL aid to the States in the 
building of good roads will be 
continued this year. 
The allot­ 
ment of money will probably be about 
$75,000,000, the same as in the last 
fiscal year. The money alloted in any 
one year is carried over into the next 
in the event it has not all been spent 
during that year. 
During the last fiscal year tile Fed­ 
eral road projects completed contrib­ 
uted a net addition of 9,417.3 miles 
to the mileage of improved roads in 
the Federal aid highway system. 
The United States Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Road* has completed a map of the 
United States on which is shown the 
final location of the United States 
system of highways, consisting of 
approximately 80.000 miles of the 
most important roads in the country. 
This system embraces ten main trans­ 
continental routes designated by num­ 
bers, cadi of which is a multiple of 
IO. 
The important north and south 
routes are numbered I, ll, 21. JI, etc. 
The plan contemplates that these im­ 
portant through routes shall have 
many variants and crois-overs to 
other routes which will reach practi­ 
cally every large city and serve every 
section of the country. 
In its final 
form the system has the approval of 
each of the State Highway Depart­ 
ments and work on the unimproved 
sections is to be pushed in the states 
rapidly. 
A main system of highways for the 
nation is the underlying idea of the 
scheme. 
The unimproved sections at 
present are to lie given priority in im­ 
provements, and marking and safety 
signs are to lie placed on these sec­ 
tions as soon as possible.
